Time This Year 

NEW YORK, Sept. 1.—(4)—The 
second increase of the year in the 
price of newsprint became effec- 
tive today, lifting the basic cost 
of the paper on which newspapers 
are printed to $58 a ton or 16 per 
cent more than the pre-war price. 

The latest increase, $4 a ton, 
was on top of a previous $4 rise 
granted last March 1. Both were 
granted by the Office of Price Ad- 
'ministration and the Canadian 
Wartime Prices and Trade Board. 

A joint United States-Canadian 
announcement in late July indi- 
cated upward adjustment was to 
compensate for increased costs to 
paper mills of obtaining pulpwood, 
the material from which paper is 
made. Major Canadian producers 
‘had asked for $6 more a>: ton, 
while in March the plea had been 
for an increase of $8 a ton. 
| Aggregate paper costs of Ameri- 
‘can newspapers, on the basis of 
figures from 
the Newsprint Association of Can- 
ada, were boosted about $15,000,- 
000 a year to approximately $215,- 
000,000 by the new increase. 

The $58-a-ton price is the “port 
for standard newsprint.

Schools, in Atlanta, in Georgia, all over the 
nation, are re-opening for the fall term. Chil- 
dren of all school ages are gathering together 
books and supplies, registering for their classes 
and preparing for another school year. ) 

In this fall of 1943, there are many young 
people who, were it not for war, would be 
going back to high schools and to colleges. 
These are those who have been called to 
serve their nation in its armed forces, It is 
one of the tragedies of war that it interrupts 
the planned life of the individual if so many 
instances. It is, however, an inescapable 
tragedy and one of those conditions which 
can only be listed as.another of the vicious 
‘horsemen who ride at the command of Mars. 

At a time when the world is fighting a life 
and death struggle to preserve the ways of free- 
dom, to retain to the ordinary free man his 
right to self-government through democracy, 
it is more than ever important that every 
child, every youth, every adult, should seek 
every opportunity for better education and 
should benefit to the utmost thereby. 


The quality of democratic government rests, 
ultimately, upon the quality of those who 
control it through their votes. As the average 
knowledge and intelligence of the voters rise, 
so does the conduct of their governmental 
affairs rise closer to the ideals which the fore- 
fathers outlined and which we still strive to 
realize. 

Whether it is a child of six beginning its 
adventure in the realms of reading, writing 
and arithmetic, or whether it is the grand- 
father seeking better understanding of his 
country and of the world, through reading, the 
importance is the same. 

The ultimate cure of all public evils is 
through the slow and long road of education. 
The parents who permit their children tarstay 
away from school, the older ones who shut their 
minds to ideas and truth, are guilty of a 
betrayal of their nation and of the self-govern- 
ment which it upholds. 

Go to school, study to the best of your 
ability and thus keep open the doors of your 
mind to the ideas which will, through the 
years, lead us to the ultimate truth; that 
truth which is the key to salvation in all 
affairs of man.

“According to Plan” 

Whenever Berlin has to report a new retreat 
on any front, the invariable explanation is that 
the withdrawal was made “according to plan.” 

Strangely enough, in using this phrase, the 

Nazis tell the truth. ‘It is almost the only 
example of literal adherence to veracity in all 
Nazi communiques. 
_ The only misleading feature of the state- 
ment is that the Germans, of course, infer 
it is according to their plan. This is not 
actually stated, merely left to the reader's 
deductive powers. 

The retreats on the Russian front, for 
instance, are, truthfully, according to plan. 
But, according to the Russian plan. Further- 
more, as the, Russian offensive continues, we 
shall undoubtedly see that Red Army plan 
working out more and more impressively. The 
Germans, ev ow, are probably co-operating 
by preparing to give up much greater areas 
of territory than have yet been taken from 
them. hak | 

With the immediate threat of invasions of 
Europe from the south and west, with the 
great Russian offensive rolling forward irresist- 
ibly, the German strategy must be to shorten 
their lines .of defense in the east. The Nazis 
can no longer dream of new conquests, they 
can only follow the new “plan” which has been 
forced upon them, that of a last-ditch defense. 


Next time you read of Axis “withdrawals 
according to plan” remember the plans referred

The Inflation Threat 


The circumstances under which dangerous 
currency inflacion could come about in the 
United States have been explained many 
times. e 

Nonetheless, to point a present moral, that 
explanation is herewith given again. When a 
large increase in average earnings takes place, 
as has occurred under the spur of war needs, 
it places more spendable currency in the 
pockets of the people. At the same time, war 
demands upon industry lower the available 
supply of goods for sale to civilians. Competi- 
tion for such goods as are available then 
comes into play, sending prices upward unless 
there is effective means of prevention. It is 
to prevent this ruinous increase in prices 
that the Office of Price Administration was 
created, with the duty of placing ceiling prices 
on, most goods. 

Illustrating one phase of this dangerous 
condition is the report for August of the 
Atlanta Federal Reserve Bank. This shows 
that federal reserve notes issued by this bank 
are today virtually double the total of those 
in circulation one year ago.

1942. 

We may, at times, grow irked at regulations 
of the OPA and at rationing restrictions but, 
after all, these regulations and restrictions 
have been highly effective in maintaining the 
value of the dollars we all receive in return 
for our businss acumen, personal services or 
invested capital.

Where Are Your Tin Cans? 


Reports are that salvage of tin cans in the 
southeast is lagging and a new drive has been 
launched to again emphasize the importance 
of saving every can after it has been emptied 
of its content. 

In practically every community organiza- 
tions have been set up for the collection of 
these cans. They should be taken, in Atlanta, 
to the grocery store, where receptacles are 
provided. Each can should be cleaned, the 
label removed, both ends taken off and placed 
inside the can and then the whole thing 
flattened. 

The tin reclaimed from these cans is used 
to make containers for blood plasma, to make 
“syrettes,” small containers of a shock-preven- 
tive drug placed in every soldier’s battle kit 
and for other essential war purposes. 

It is not much trouble to save the cans and 
to carry them to the neighborhood grocery 
store. From the stores they are collected and 
trucked to a central collection point where 
they are loaded on freight cars to be trans- 
ported to thé, various tin reclamation plants 
in the country;

CRUCIAL MONTH WASHINGTON, Sept. 1—The month of 
August just passed may eventually go 
down in history as the 30-day period which marked the crucial turn- 


So many disasters have come to Hitler during the past month 
that there no longer can be any doubt the Nazis 
now realize they have lost the war. 
lingering Axis hope of victory must have been 
dashed to pieces by the cumulative effect of 
war events which took place in August. 

In an effort to postpone as long as possible 
the day of ultimate final defeat, the German 
war machine may carry on for an indefinite 
period. The end may come suddenly within a 
few months, or it may be delayed for another 
year. But the die seems definitely to have been 
cast by the events of the past 30 days. 

Thus the month which marked the end of 
the fourth year of the great war also seemed

The month began with the great American raid on the Rumanian 
oil fields, which devastated the main source of German petroleum 
supplies, so vitally needed in mechanized warfare.

It was in August that British and 
American air forces completed the 
job of pulverizing Hamburg, second largest city in the Reich. Noth- 
ing that has happened in the war so far was so shocking to the 
German people, who earlier had been given Goering’s false assur- 
ance that no bomb would ever drop on Germany. 

The awe-inspiring part of the Hamburg spectacle was that it 
constituted the handwriting on the wall for other German citiés. 
All of the remaining chief German industrial centers have since 
then been living in a panic of wear. 

It was on the 5th of August that the great summer offensive 
launched by Hitler in Russia blew up in his face, with the Red 
army driving the Germans from Orel, Belgorod, Kharkov, and 
finally Tagenrog. The month ended with the Germans in the midst 
of one of their greatest retreats of the war. 


MESSINA FELL August likewise saw the fall of Messina, the 

last held Axis stronghold in Sicily, which 

opened the way for the invasion of Italy and the capture of other 
remaining Axis outposts in the Mediterranean.

The habit of politics, the great 
game, is so deeply ingrained 
among 90 per cent or more of a 

free people that

keep himself supplied with those 
chair-leg double-coronas, appar- 
ently regards the charter as just 
something that he helped to toss 
off while riding at anchor on a 
battleship. He has had little to 
say about it since it was first re- 
leased and, although he is recog- 
nized as a first-class angry man 
in matters by which be sets par- 
ticular store, skepticism regarding 
the charter has moved him to no 
large annoyance or boastfulness.

Charter 
would take its place, appropriate- 
ly framed, in the town halls and 
public schools. That it might be

THE OTHERS When I come across anti-Semitism it does not 
| worry me so much if its existence were an end 
of it. Its~existence is not really important. What is extremely 
important and quite dangerous is what it does to the minds of those 
who have it. 

Hitler is the classic example. He began by being anti-Communist 
and anti-Semitic. Yet it was these two hates which led him to the 
most widespread and extreme violences which engulfed an entire 
world in war and death. 

If Hitler had remained merely an anti-Semitic and an anti- 
Communist, this would have been relatively unimportant. The 
peoples against whom he turned his hate could have taken care of 
themselves. 

Yet, there again, were the hands to shape the clay. 

The German businessmen and industrialists patted him and 
shaped him because they feared Communism. The Socialists, even, 
patted him because they were afraid of the Communist party. Those 
who were anti-Semitic urged him on because of their own desires. 
The army took him up because he was against pacificism and any- 
thing concerned with it. 

These potters took him. and shaped him and out of him came 
all the gunfire and loss of blood and treasure today. 

We saw our own Ku Klux Klan, based on anti-Catholic, anti- 
Semitic and anti-Negro hates, do very little damage to any one of 
those it hated, but, rather, spread out to poison and embitter and 
engulf whole communities in which those who were neither Cath 
olic, Jew or Negro were not at all involved. Murder, thievery, 
corruption and debasement of office and public life grew out of 
the Klan. 

So, I would say to a man who was being made to hate Catholics, 
Jews, Protestants or Negroes that it is, in my opinion, quite foolish 
and unnecessary, and would be unimportant if it were not for what 
it will inevitably do to his mind. Mere possession of the anti- 
feeling is merely the possession of a thought or an emotion. It is 
what the presence of this cancer does to the mind that matters. It 
unseats perspective, it debases the finer qualities of mind; it is @ 
poison which spreads to all things and all thought. That’s why it 
is evil.

The time and place 
where the puzzled taxpayer may 
have his questions answered will 
be announced in local county 
newspapers.

When I get home I must have 
this necklace put on exhibition somewhere so that many women may 
see what lovely work these disabled men have learned to do. 

On Sunday morning we visited the American naval hospital. 
Silverstream, as it is called, is on high ground overlooking a stream 


and surrounded by hills. 


They have a few wounded men but the 


great majority of cases are malaria, 
We went first to chapel and attended 10 o’clock service. 


It was 


for me an especially nice service, as the chaplain read the 23rd 
Psalm and 13th chapter of Corinthians, both of which are among 


my favorite Bible readings. 


I could not help thinking that these men,.many of them scarcely 
more than boys in years, but back from experiences in Guadal- 
canal and other islands which have made them old before their time, 
must wonder when an era of love will really rule the world. 

The hospital buildings here are permanent, having been built 
by New Zealanders as a convalescent home for their own men, and 


then turned over to us. 


The hospital is built for 500 patients but 


last Christmas there were 1,600 patients and everyone wonders how 


they managed. 


The Red Cross has a very much used recreation room and a hos- 
pitality committee arranges for convalescent patients to spend sev- 


eral weeks in hospitable homes. 


I have some letters written about the guests which will please 
the mothers of the United States and later I will put them in my 


column when I have not quite so 


much to record each day. Now 


I will just say that these Marines of ours have been good-will 
ambassadors and made firm friends in this faraway country.

Isn’t it lucky that the exercises 
that keep you feeling fittest are 


the ones that do the most for your 


figure? These are the exercises 


that firm the midsection. 

There are several reasons the 
bands of muscles through the mid- 
riff are so important. They com- 
prise your own natural girdle— 
which isn’t just for looks! Toning 
this group improves the circula- 
tion and makes your entire system 
function more efficiently. 

The worst thing that can happen 
to your figure is to let these mus- 
cles go flabby and take on fat. 
That gives you the middle-aged 
spread. ’ 

If you are very much over- 


weight, of course, you will have to 
stop, overeating to lose the fat 


amidships. Smaller meals are in 
order. If you will make it a strict 
rule to leave the table before-you 
reach the too-full stage, you will 
be well on your way to stream- 
lines.

But it does mean 
that you can’t overeat. Then, you 
must cut down on the amount of 
liquid with the meals.

By State Taxes 


Georgia’s tax recelpts for the 
first two months of the present 
fiscal year fell about $290,000 be- 
hind collections last year but still 
outstripped expenditures suffi- 
ciently for accumulation of a re- 
serve to defray heavy school costs 
in the months ahead. 

State Auditor B. E. Thrasher 
Jr. said income from taxes in 
July and August amounted to $7,- 
317,812 compared to $7,607,590 in 
the same two months last year. 
The principal decreases wer@ in 
gasoline, liquor, beer and income 
taxes. 

Expenditures were almost the 

same as last year—$5,344,612 
compared to $5,387,060. Although 
the state took in $2,000,000 more 
than it spent, Thrasher said re- 
serves have to be created in the 
summer months to take care of 
other months when costs exceed 
income, 
. With the opening of the schools, 
most of them this month, Thrash- 
er said the state’s monthly bill for 
operation of the schools, includ- 
ing payment of teachers’ salaries, 
will amount to $2,500,000. 

His comparison of returns from 
the state’s principal taxes so far 
this year compared to last year 
showed that the yield of the gas- 
oline levy dropped from $3,412,- 
316 to $3,214,075, of the liquor tax 
from $547,587 to $815,916, of the 
beer tax from $343,098 to $281,683 
and of the income tax from $632,- 
191 to $591,193. 

Returns from the county tax 
digest—property, poll and intan- 
gible taxes—also fell; off from 
$121,964 in July and August of 
last year to $96,618. By a con- 
trast, receipts from the public 
utility property tax increased from 
$706,973 to $893,884, but Thrash- 
er said this might only reflect 
prompter payment since today 
was the deadline. 

Also in the plus column were 
the cigar and cigaret tax—$598,- 
780 compared to $520,396 last 
year—and the wine tax—$92,329 
compared to $74,122 last year.

To Win American Title

CHICAGO, Sept. 1.—(4)—If Luke Appling, of the Chicago White 


Sox, 


succeeds in winning the 1943 American League batting cham- 


pionship—a project on which he seems to be very intent these days— 
it will mark the second time a shortstop has ever done that trick in 


the junior circuit. 

Infielders never have been 
much shake’ at leading the league 
in hitting, although Luke would 
debunk this. Second basemen 
have done it five times, first base- 
men seven, and third basemen 
never. 

Luke may have the added dis- 
tinction—-or lack thereof—of post- 
ing the lowest winning avevage In 
some 35 years. He's hitting only 
337 now and the previous low in 
modera times was .349, by Buddy 
Lewis, of Washington, in 1935, and 
Jimmy Foxx, of Boston, in 1938. 
Appling hit .388 in 1936, the year 
he won the swat crown. 

The all-time hitting high, of 
epurse, is the .420 achieved by Ty. 
Cobb. of Detroit, in 1911 and by 
George Sisier, of St. Louis, in 
1b22. That .400 level has been 
theged seven times in American 
league history, including Ted 
Williams’ .406 only two years ago, 
but Appling scarcely can shoot at

When the nets go down for 
shrimp in the rivers’ mouths, they 
bring up millions of tiny shrimp 
that are so smal! they have to be 
destroyed, Elliott said. If fisher- 
menu continue to destroy these 
baby shrimp they will kill the 
shrimp industry for this state, 
thereby “cutting their own 
throats,” he ae ¢
